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Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art references of record, i.e., Krasner and Kubo et al., taken alone or 
in combination, fail to teach or suggest the following features when these features are 
considered in the context of claims 1 (apparatus version), 8 (means version) and 15 
(method version), respectively: 

tuning circuitry operative to simultaneously tune a first satellite television signal from a 
first satellite and a second satellite television signal from a second satellite, said first satellite 
television signal and said second satellite television signal being received from an outdoor unit 
of the satellite television ground system via a communication line; and 

second processing circuitry in communication with the fist processing circuitry and the 
oscillator circuitry, the second processing circuitry operative to frequency stabilise the oscillator 
signal utili^ng the obtained carrier frequency offset data, and provide the frequency stabilised 
oscillator signal via said communications line to uplink circuitry and doimlink circuitry of the 
outdoor satellite television signal unit.
